Rev.  Roland  W.  Johnson  of  Du- 
quesne,  Pennsylvania,  will  join 
the  Wartburg  College  staff  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  semester 
in  January  as  head  of  the  Social 
Welfare  Department. 

Professor  Johnson  has  had 
many  contacts  and  assign¬ 
ments  in  social  welfare  work, 
principally  in  Pittsburgh, 
Penn.  At  the  same  time  he  has 
been  actively  engaged  with 
pastoral  work,  first  in  Hold- 
redge,  Nebraska,  and,  since 
1941,  in  Duquesne.  He  was 
pastor  of  First  Lutheran 
Church,  Algona,  Iowa,  and 
Imanuel  Lutheran  Church, 
Bancroft,  Iowa  from  1940  to 
1941. 

After  graduating  from  August- 
ana  College,  Rock  Island,  Illinois, 
in  1935,  Professor  Johnson  attend¬ 
ed  Yale  Divinity  School  1936-37 
and  received  his  Bachelor  of  Di¬ 
vinity  from  Augustana  Theologic¬ 
al  Seminary,  Rock  Island  in  1940. 
He  holds  a  Master  of  Social  Work 
degree  from  the  Margaret  Morris¬ 
on  Carnegie  College,  Carnegie  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology,  Pittsburgh, 
Pa. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  a  member  of 
the  Iowa  chapter  of  the  Am¬ 
erican  Association  of  Social 
Workers  and  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Welfare  Conference. 

He  is  also  a  musician,  having 
taught  music  at  Wright  High 
School  and  Iromvood  Junior 
College,  Iromvood,  Mich,  and 
having  served  as  organist  and 
choir  director  of  Zion  Luther¬ 
an  Church,  Duqucsne. 

His  wife  is  tne  former  Alice 
Jacobsor  of  Iromvood,  Mich.  They 
have  two  children,  Ross  Glenn,  3 
years  old,  and  Lowell  Roland,  1 
year  of  age. 


Diemer  Engaged 
In  New  Chemical 
Research 

Gerhard  Diemer,  son  of  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  A.  G.  Diemer  of  Sum¬ 
ner,  Iowa,  is  employed  in  the  re¬ 
search  laboratories  of  the  Gliddenj 
Co.  of  Chicago,  his  work  being  in 
the  field  of  synthesizing  human 
hormones  from  soybean  oil. 

In  recent  months  the  chemists 
have  succeeded  in  synthesizing  the 
product  in  the  pure  form  of  a 
white  crystal  which  is  very  unlike 
the  thick  brown  oil  from  which  it 
is  taken. 

The  hormone  is  now  ready  for 
commercial  use  in  making  certain 
medicines  for  use  by  humans. 

Gerhard  received  his  BA  de¬ 
gree  from  Warbturg  College,  in 
1943,  his  major  being  ohemistry. 
Immediately  following  his  grad¬ 
uation  he  went  into  the  employ  of 
the  Glidden  Co. 

Recently  he  married  Joan  Gold 
at  Alice,  Texas.  Mrs.  Diemer,  also 
an  alumna  of  Wartburg,  plans  to 
continue  training  as  a  laboratory 
technician  in  Chicago.

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Sportsmanship’s  the  Vogue 

You  now,  I’ve  often  wondered  just  what  sportsmanship 
entails.  One  of  the  outstanding  lessons  taught  me  by  my 
parents  since  childhood  was  "Be  a  good  sport”!  I  can’t  say 
I  relished  having  that  statement  thrown  up  to  me  time  and 
time  again,  but  I  do  relate  here  that  I  shall  ever  be  aware 
of  that  quality  in  people,  and  I  shall  always  watch  for  it  in 
myself  because  of  this  repetition. 

It’s  an  ideal  quality  to  have  although  hard  to  accom¬ 
plish.  Perhaps  it’s  like  new  wood  that  has  to  be  worked 
with  tirelessly  until  a  perfect  gloss  is  obtained.  That  perfect 
gloss  shines  from  the  inside  out  and  so  should  sportsmanship 
show  itself.  Veneer  can  sometimes  be  an  ugly  word.  It  has 
that  quality  of  being  superficial.  Is  our  sportsmanship  veneer 
or  is  it  ingrained  good  will? 

Just  watch  the  crowd  at  a  game,  whatever  kind  it  may 
be.  Most  of  the  reaction  is  “m6b”  psychology — we  "yell”  as 
our  neighbor  yells.  The  situation’s  all  right  as  long  as  our 
team  is  winning — the  “mob”  cheers  “yea.”  But  it’s  a  dif¬ 
ferent  story  a  lot  of  the  time  when  we’re  losing,  and  the 
crowd  cheers  “nay — we’ve  been  done  an  injustice”! 

If  we  could  just  learn  to  give  the  opposite  team  the 
cheer;  learn  to  take  it  on  the  chin  and  bounce  back  with 
the  same  fighting  spirit;  learn  to  keep  black  unsportsman¬ 
like  words  to  ourselves,  then  would  we  be  sports  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word. 

It’s  not  a  quality  for  sports  only — it’s  a  quality  for  every¬ 
day  living  with  our  “pals” ;  it’s  fairness  in  school  work ;  it’s  a 
host  of  other  things  found  every  minute  of  the  day. 

There’s  an  old  adage,  “If  the  shoe  fits,  put  it  on!”  If 
we’re  willing  to  accept  the  contents  of  this  thought,  we 
might  be  called  “Wartburg  College,  Home  of  Sportsmanship;”

store  Catholicism — which  fell  short 
or  its  goal  when  armed  might,  with 
the  blessing  of  God,  stopped  the 
cruel,  onward  march  of  the  anti- 
Lutheran  forces.  We  are  a  church 
which  more  than  any  other,  owes 
our  complete  existence  to  the  God, 
who  came  to  the  aid  of  our  fore¬ 
fathers  when  thev  needed  him 
most.  Oh.  the  Lord  is  good  and 
His  mercy  endureth  forever. 

Kagawa  Speaks 
The  average  Christian  will  ask, 
"Who  is  Kagawa?”  He  is  the  nom¬ 
inal  leader  of  Japanese  Clzristian- 
ity,  and,  although  much  criticized 
by  his  foreign  enemies  for  much 
the  same  reason  which  caused  the 
attack  on  Pastor  M.  Niemceller, 
he  has  been  faithful  to  his  Christ¬ 
ian  duty.  Twice  during  the  war, 
he  was  imprisoned  for  his  pacifis¬ 
ts  preachings  but  released  in  due 
time.  A  recent  interview  with  this 
oriental  preacher  cf  the  gospel 
has  revealed  the  extent  of  the 
setback  which  Japanese  Christ¬ 
ianity  has  suffered  during  the  war. 
Statistics  show  that  in  Tokyo  alone 
over  85  per  cent  of  the  Christian 
churches  were  bombed  or  burned 
out.
